Tram cars run from the station to the city every ten minutes, and reach the approaches 
to the Cathedral, the City Walls, and the Rows, in about five minutes. Other notable 
sights are God's Providence House, Bishop Lloyd's Residence, the Palace of the Stanley 
Family, the Castle, the Crypts, the Roman Hypocaust, and several churches, of which 
St. John's is especially interesting to the antiquary. The Public Grounds under the Walls 
contain a collection of antiquarian remains, and afford a good view of two of the Towers.

The Point of 
Air lighthouse is seen on the right, on a tongue of land which the 
railway crosses, and soon (left) the Carnedd Llewelyn range comes in 
view ahead, and then, the Great Orme's Head on the right. The 
white building on the hill side, on the left, is one of the stations of 
the semaphore telegraph, which united Liverpool with Holyhead for 
shipping purposes before the days of the electric wire (which is now 
connected with this building). Still higher, on the summit of a green 
hill, are the ruins of an older telegraph station.

The North Wales Narrow Gauge Railway (2 feet gauge) begins 
at a junction with the London and North Western at Dinas, on the 
Carnarvon and Afonwen branch. A mile from Carnarvon Station, 
the Llanberis line (already given) and the Afonwen line divide. As 
the train runs on, the Snowdonian range is seen, nearly from end to 
end. Moel Eilio is the rounded mass, the nearest of the big moun- 
tains, and after awhile the peak of Snowdon is seen to the right of it. 
Nearer, and also to the right of Eilio, is Mynydd Mawr {2,293 feet). 
On the coast, on the right, are the Rivals, with the Gyrn Ddu group 
to the left of them. Nearer, on the coast, the entrenched mound of 
Dinas Dinlle is visible.

In the 
neighbourhood are several camps besides the one on Cefn Carnedd, 
the hill on the left. On the same side, to the right of Cefn Carnedd, 
is the Trefeglwys Valley, once suggested as a reservoir for supplying 
London with water. A mineral railway (by which tourists can some- 
times be carried) runs down the valley from the Van Mines, which, 
bought for a small sum, in a few years were worth over a million. 
The train now runs for seven or eight miles up the Valley of theCarno. 
Llanwnog Church (noted for its rood loft) is seen on the right, close 
to PONTDOLGOCH (55 miles), and the next station CARNO (59^ 
-miles), situated amongst the hills, is sometimes frequented by 
anglers. From Carno the incline is stiff, and at the summit the 
train passes through Talerddig Cutting, the highest level of the 
Cambrian line (692 feet), with an almost perpendicular wall of rock 
of 113 feet. At the end of the cutting the stratification of the rocks 
makes a singular natural arch by the side of the line. Now the 
train begins the steep descent to Llanbrynmair, down the beautiful 
valley of the 141. There is a fine view of Cader Idris (2,929 feet) in 
the distance, ahead, looking out of the left-hand window, when 
Talerddig is passed. The precipices of Cader rise just to the left of 
Moel Eiddaw (1,492 feet), a prominent green summit in front, about 
5 miles away. But it is the near views of beautifully wooded glens 
which are so lovely. On the mountain side, on the left, a little 
way down, a notable rock may be seen, Carreg-diddos, the Rock 
of Shelter, where, it is said, the Puritans met for worship in the 
days of the later Stuarts.

Fishing station. Village, about 2 miles to the left, up the Valley of the Twymya, flanked on the 
left by Crocn-yr-Ych, noted for its antiquarian remains. Ffrwd Fawr Fall, 6 miles up the 
Twymyn valley. 
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A valley opens out on the right, with the long ridge of 
Mjnydd Cemmaes on the left oi it. Near the station the lil runs 
into the Twymyn, and the train follows the course of the latter river 
(which runs in a rocky bed through a pretty valley), crossing it several 
times until it joins the Dovey, near Cemmaes Road station. The 
low hill on the right after leaving Llanbrynmair is Ffridd Fawr, and 
when it is passed Moel Eiddaw comes in sight again on the same side,

Fishing station. Change carriages for Dinas Mawddwy, to which the Mawddwy Railway runs. 
The stations are Cemmaes (ij mile), Aberangen(4 miles), Dinas Mawddwy (7 miles). Dinas is 
finely placed amongst the hills, and is one of the starting places for the ascent of the Arrans. It 
is 10 miles from Dolgelley. 

Looking up the pretty valley of the Dovey, to the right, in the 
direction of Dinas Mawddwy, the village of Cemmaes is seen, with 
the ridge of Mynydd Cemmaes to the right of it. In a minute or so, 
at the end of a wooded hill, Mathafarn is seen across the river, where 
in 1485 David Llwyd ap Llewelyn, a famous poet of those days, enter- 
tained the Earl of Richmond (afterwards Henry VIL) on his way 
from Milford Haven to Bosworth. A little further, on the same side, 
is Llanwrin Church, and it is not long before the Corris valley opens 
out on the right, and Briddell Arw (2,190 feet) rises on the left of it. 

Up this Corris Valley runs a little railway which carries the traveller through pretty country 
to Corris, where he is three miles from the inns by the beautiful lake of Talyllyn, and about 
the same distance from the beginning of one of the finest ascents of Cader.

The mouth of the Llyfnant valley is passed on the left, and Glan 
Dyfi Castle, a modern residence, loftily placed on the same side of 
the line, is seen ahead. Soon after the Junction is passed, Mont- 
gomeryshire is left for Cardiganshire. Beyond GLANDOVEY (79J 
miles),the little mound of Tomen-las is near,on the banks of the Dovey,

and looking back, the mountains are seen to advantage. Now the bed 
of the Dovey suddenly widens, and soon the sandy flat of Traeth 
Maelgwyn is on the right, where, tradition states, Maelgwyn was 
elected King of North Wales in 517, with the help of a chair with 
waxen wings on which he floated after all the rest of the assembly 
had retreated — but how the wings helped him is not explained. 
Aberdovey is in view across the Dovey as the train runs to 
YNYSLAS (85 J miles), where the estuary is left, and the open sea 
is soon reached. The village seen over the flats on the left is

A quiet watering-place, highly recommendad as a health resort. Shore of sand and shingles, 
with clifT:i at one end of the village, i mile from the station, and Pen-y-Wylfa above them, from 
which a fine view of Snowdon, &c., is obtained. Remains of forest on shore. Bedd Taliesin, 
5} miles, or 4 from Llanfihangel station. Moel-y-Gaer, ancient encampment, above Bedd 
Taliesin. 

Soon after starting the train leaves the sea, and for the rest of 
the way it runs inland. At LLANFIHANGEL-GENEU'R-GLYN 
(89} miles), on the wooded hill on the right, to the left of the 
Church, are the distinct traces of the ancient fortified post of Castell 
Gwallter. BOW STREET (91 J miles) is passed; Llangorwen 
Church is seen on the right, in the Clarach valley, which runs down 
to the sea, and exactly opposite, on the left, Gogerddan Park, the 
seat of Sir Pryse Pryse; and soon the valley of the Rheidol is reached 
and the sum mit of Plynlimon is seen rising over the nearer hills).

On this line are the stations of Trawscoed, the nearest for Devirs 
Bridge (which is about 7 miles from it), and Strata Florida, for 
the ruins of Strata Florida Abbey (3 miles.)

The distance from Aberystwyth to Devil's Bridge by the shortest 

road is 12 miles, and we drive for most of the way on the slope oi 

the hills, high above the river 

Rheidol. Beyond the fourth 

milestone Plynlimon, with two 

peaks, is seen ; and between 

the sixth and seventh mile- 
stones there is a beautiful 

view of a long stretch of the 

Valley. About nine miles from 

Aberystwyth the fall of Nant- 

Llamai-ddu is seen, on the 
other side of the Valley ; and 
from this point it is not far 
to the spot where the first 
glimpse is gained of the 
glen in which the Mynach 
and the Rheidol make the 
series of falls which give so 
great a charm to the scenery 
of the Devil's Bridge. The . 
Bridge spans the Mynach (a ' 
new bridge over an old one, as 
is shown in one of our pic- 
tures), and the total depth of ^'alls at Devil's Bridge. 
the falls of the Mynach is 314 feet. The Mynach here unites with 
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the Rheidol, and from the front of the hotel that river is seen falling in 
a beautiful cascade, Plynlimon 
is easily ascended from the 
Devil's Bridge, from which the 
summit is about 8 miles distant. 
From the summit there is an 
extensive prospectjStretchingfar 
into North and South Wales, 
and along the coast down to 
St. David's Head. Not far 
from the summit is Llyn Llygad 
Rheidol (which supplies Aber- 
ystwyth with water), and from 
this spot there is a fine view of 
Cader Idris, as shown in one 
of the sketches on the next page. 
The return journey from the 

Devil's Bridge is sometimes Pont-y-Mynach, 

made by way of Hafod, a dis- 
tance of 20 miles by road, or about lo miles to Strata Florida 
station. The nearest station is Trawscoed, about 7 miles, but the

At Glandovey Junction the train crosses the Dovey, and enters 
Merionethshire. There is a good view of the hills which rise about 
the Estuary. The ruined building on the right, close to the river, 
was once a smugglers* storehouse. In a little more than a mile the 
railway approaches close to the shore, along which it runs to Aber- 
dovey, sometimes tunneling the rocks, sometimes crossing the 
beach. On the right the slopes of the hills are prettily wooded. 
Across the estuary, looking towards the sea, the big Hotel at Borth 
is seen, near a bold headland beyond it. Passing through the town, 
(where the traveller must not expect to hear the ** Bells of Aber- 
dovey," for there are none), the train reaches

Looking over the sea at Towyn the hills on the Carnarvonshire 
promontory are in view, with Bardsey Island lying off the extreme 
point. As the train leaves, a rounded green hill, Foel Wyllt, is on 
the right, and to the right of -it the fine group of mountains between 
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Talyll}'!! and Machynlleth. In a few moments the curious-shaped 
Bird Rock (Craig Aderyn), the resort of hawks and cormorants, and 
other birds, is seen over the shoulder of Foel Wyllt, the valley of the

Between the Junction and Barmouth the wide Estuary of the 
Mawddach has to be crossed. The bridge is reached half a mile 
from the Junction, and then a view of surpassing beauty is enjoyed, 
especially if the tide is full. Hills of every shape and hue extend 
for miles up the Estuary, and the bare sides and lofty cliffs of the 
higher mountains rise above the wooded slopes. As the train moves 
across the bridge, there is first a good view on the left of the Estuary, 
some of which is presently lost behind an intervening hill. The

The view of Bardsey Island, and of the hills which rise on the 
long promontory of Lleyn— the peaked Cam Madryn, the Ipwcr and 
more rounded Carn Boduan (near Nevin), and then the Rivals— and 
at length the range up to Snowdon itself, with the sea between, helps 
to make the journey onwards from Barmouth a very pleasant one. 
At first the sea is near, but in two or three miles the line runs a little 
way inland until Pensarn is passed. . A mile and a half from Bar- 
mouth, looking up on the right, the carefully restored church of 
Llanaber, of very fine early English architecture, is seen, and more

Asthe train starts from Dyffryn Station the peak of Snowdon can be 
seen, ahead on the right, and Llanenddwyn church is close to the line. 
To the left, just here, Sarn Badrig runs out for many miles into the 
ocean, and sometimes travellers on the Coast Line can see, from a 
considerable distance, a white line of breakers marking the course 
of *' St. Patrick's Causeway " — so called because the saint walked 
along it from Ireland to Britain 1 According to tradition the '< cause- 
way " was built as a defence to the cities which once flourished in 
what is now the bed of the sea, but geologists pronounce this and 
other ** §arns " along the coast to be of natural formation. A little over 
a couple of miles from Dyffryn the prettily situated viUage of Llanbedr 
is on the right, and in the field between the village and the line, near 
the houses, two Meini Hirion (erect stones) are seen. About here, too, 
the summits of the Rhinog range rise above the nearer hills— first

PORTMADOC TO FESTINIOG. 



Festiniog and Great Western Railways. 

THE little Festiniog Railway, constructed on a gauge of i foot 
II J inches, is only thirteen miles long, but it is one continued 
incline during nearly the whole of its course, and the journey 
occupies an hour — none too long to enjoy the varied beauties of the 
Vale of Festiniog, upon whoss slopes it is constructed from Minffordd 
upwards. The traveller should try to command a view out of the 
right hand window, and choose a carriage, if he can, in which the 
seat runs lengthwise, facing the Vale. The Festiniog Railway runs 
to Diphwys (Blaenau Festiniog), where the Bala Branch of the 
Great Western begins, and by this the journey to the village and 
the falls is completed. The Festiniog Railway can be joined either 
at Minffordd Junction (where it crosses the Cambrian), or at the 
terminus, at

The termmus at Portmadoc is about half a mile from the Cambrian 
Station, near the docks, to which the line was constructed to bring 
down the Festiniog slates. The view of the picturesque group of 
Snowdonian mountains, as the train passes across Traeth Mawr, 
is described in the Cambrian Route. After crossing the Traeth the 
line is wholly in Merionethshire.

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SHREWSBURY AND CHESTER 
TO BARMOUTH. 

Great Western Railway. 

SHREWSBURY can be reached by Great Western Railway 
from Paddington, by the quickest trains in less than four hours. 
The quickest train from Shrewsbury to Llangollen takes 70 minutes ; 
to Corwen, a little over li hour; to Bala, about 2 hours; to Dol- 
gelley, 3 hours and 20 minutes ; to Barmouth, 4 hours. As a rule, 
there is no change between Paddington and Ruabon, but all trains 
do not stop at that station. 

SHREWSBURY. istpage.

From Shrewsbury, the railway runs through Shropshire for 21 

miles, until the Ceiriog (which divides England from Wales) is 

crossed, and Denbighshire is entered near Chirk station. The 

prominent hill on the left, between Shrewsbury and GOBOWEN 

(Junction for Oswestry) is the Breidden ; and when the pretty valley 

of the Ceiriog is crossed, on a viaduct, an aqueduct of Telford's is 

side by side with the line ; and a short distance to the left is Pontfaen, 

from which a mineral tramway runs to Llansantftraid-Glyn-Ceiriog, 

up the Glyn Valley, the scene of an encounter between Henry II. 

and the Welsh. 

21 miles. CHIRK. 7^thpage, 

Chirk Castle (the seat of the Myddelton-Biddulphs, descended from Hugh Myddelton, who 
brought the New River to London), a building chiefly of Elizabethan work, with traces of 
Edwardian architecture, in excellent preservation, and containing many paintings and other 
interesting objects, about i mile. Brynkinallt, the residence of Lord Trevor, where the Duke of 
Wellington often spent his holidays as an Eton boy, over i mile. Mountain walk to Llangollen 
(past Chirk Castle and OflFa's Dyke), about 6 miles. 

A little way past Chirk, at the end of a wood, where a bridge 
crosses the canal, looking back on the left, a glimpse of Chirk Castle 
may be obtained. In a few minutes the famous Vale of Llangollen 
is reached, and crossed on Robertson's Viaduct, at a height of 148 
feet. The viaduct is 1,531 feet in length, and was constructed in 
two years and a half, at a cost of £72,346. On both sides the view 
is delightful. On the left Telford's aqueduct (erected in 8 years ; 
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1,007 ^®^* ^ongf 121 feet above low water; cost, £47,018) is seen, 
with Castell Dinas Bran (Crow Castle) on the summit of a round 
hill, and the curious Eglwyseg Rocks to the right of it;— on the 
right, Wynnstay, the residence of Sir Watkin Williams Wynn — 
the left of two houses which stand high above the Vale. Then 
CEFN is passed, the station for a large mining village on a hill.

Change for Llangollen, Corwen, Bala, Festiniog, Dolgelley, and Barmouth. Centre of the 
Rnabon coal-field. Iron mines, and pottery and terra cotta works. Wynnstay Park, entrance 
near Uie station.

The Great Western and London and North Western lines divide 
at Saltney, 2 miles from Chester (see previous page). The woods of 
Hawarden (Mr. Gladstone's residence) are seen on the right, and a 
quick eye may perhaps detect the dark ruins of the old castle. The 
tower-marked summit of Moel Fammau, and other hills of the 
Clwydian range, are visible on the same side, and, nearer to th^ 
line, Hope Mountain. Immediately beyond the disused station of 
Pulford the train leaves Flintshire for Denbighshire, and passing 
ROSSETT (7i miles), soon enters the pretty Vale of Gresford, 
where Washington Irving met ** The Angler," and where Eliot 
Warburton lived, at a house seen from the railway.

Im- 
mediately before the junction is reached, the course of Offa's Dyke 
(which extended from near Newmarket in Flintshire to the mouth 
of the Wye, and is believed to have been a line of demarcation) is 
crossed. As the train branches off to the right from the main line, 
the Waterloo Tower (erected in Wynnstay Park by the Sir Watkin 
Wynn of those days, to celebrate the battle) is on the left. Plas 
Madoc, where Mr. Whalley of Protestant fame lived, is on the 
right, and presently, looking back, left, Wynnstay is seen. Close to 
the line on the -same side is the village of Cefn. Near ACREFAIR 
(26} miles) the large works of the New British Iron Company are 
passed, and Telford's aqueduct is to the left. The building on the 
hills to the left, ahead, is a shooting box, from which Snowdon is 
visible. Immediately past TREVOR (27J miles), there is a good 
view (left) of the vale, with Telford's acqueduct, and looking back,

At Penypass the Pass of Llanberis is 
entered, and soon, looking up to the right a good example of a bloc 
perchi is seen on the rocks, to the right of Esgair Felen, the shoulder 
of Glyder which comes down in front. Pont-y-Gromlech is crossed, 
and then the " Cromlech Stone" — ^great pieces of rock which have 
fallen from the cliffs — is on the right, and high up on the left is 
Cwm Glas ; and here the student of glaciation can see moraine 
mounds, and roches moutonnees^ and blocs perches, tv Soon after this, 
at a turnpike house, the peak of Y Gam (3,107 feet) is on the right.
